Reasons for Allowance

The feature of the trays each having openings through which lifting pins engage 
in order to lift a packing unit from the tray renders the invention novel and non-obvious 
over the prior art. Here, although the prior art teaches instances of trays with lifting pins 
(See e.g., Bergeron, US 3,944,093, Abstract and Helm et al., US 4,869,801 , fig. 2 also 
cited as DE 380341 1 by German Patent Office in report dated March 1, 2004), the prior 
art does not suggest a modification of the prior art automated storage and order 
retrieval systems with this feature. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
